REMARKS. 


This liability represents money belong, 
ing to suitors of the Court of Chancery 
and standing to their credit in the 
books of the Pay Office of the 
Supreme Court. Prior to 1869 such 
money was invested in Government 
Securities, and the interest was 
charged with the payment of the 
Salaries, etc., and expenses of certain 
officers of the Court. In 1869, by the 
Act 32 & 33 Yict. c. 91, these charges 
were made payable out of the annual 
votes of Parliament, and the Govern- 
ment Securities representing the cash- 
book debt to suitors were transferred 
to the National Debt Commissioners 
and cancelled in 1870 ; the Consoli- 
dated Fund being thenceforward 
made liable for any claims arising in 
respect of the said debt to suitors. 


The nominal liability now remaining 
(2,331,8847. 8s. 9rf.), which includes 
certain losses by fraud or error affect- 
ing suitors’ money, for which the 
Consolidated Fund is contingently 
liable, is practically reduced to a con- 
siderable extent by the operation of 
investments of suitors’ cash not re- 
quired for current payments under 
the provisions of the Court of 
Chancery (Funds) Act, 1872 ; the as- 
sets now represented by these invest- 
ments being considerably in excess of 
the liability in respect of them. 


The Stock and cash available co cover 
this liability were transferred to the 
National Debt Commissioners in 1809 
and 1870, and the Stock, together with 
similar Stock purchased with the cash 
so transferred, was cancelled under 
the provisions of the Act 32 & 33 
Viet. c. 91.

REMARKS. 


Under the provisions of 20 & 21 Viet. c. 
60, s. 295, certain stocks and moneys 
held by the late Court of Insolvent 
Debtors, Ireland, together with divi- 
dends declared on bankrupts’ estates 
but unclaimed for 12 months, have 
been transferred to this “ Unclaimed 
Dividend Account." Under the pro- 
visions of 40 & 41 Viet. c. 57, s. 85, 
23,5001. stock, and 19,5251. 13s. 2d., 
cash, available to meet claims against 
the account, have from time to time 
been transferred to the National Debt 
Commissioners, and the stock, to- 
gether with other stock purchased 
with the cash so transferred, has 
been cancelled. The Consolidated 
Fund is consequently liable for claims 
which the cash balance standing to 
the credit of the account may be 
insufficient to meet. 


The Bank of England in 1791 and 1808 
(under the provisions of the Acts 
31 Geo. 3, c. 33, and 48 Geo. 3, c. 4), 
repaid to the Exchequer 1,000,0001., 
a part of the large balances then re- 
maining unclaimed in their hands out 
of moneys issued for the payment of 
dividends on the public debt. The 
total amount so repaid has been from 
time to time reduced by re-issues 
from the Exchequer (728,2601. 19s. 3d.), 
to meet claims for dividends falling 
payable, and by sums realised by the 
fractions of pence saved in the pay- 
ment of dividends (157.3181. 8s. 5d.). 


A similar (net) repayment of interest, on 
South Sea Stock, &c., was made to the 
Exchequer by the South Sea Company 
between 1845 and 1852, under the 
provisions of 7 & 8 Viet. c. 80. The 
management of the annuities was sub- 
sequently taken over by the Bank of 
England, and the balance then in the 
hands of the South Sea Company 
was transferred to that Bank.

PUBLIC LOANS. 


1'h e accounts of the Local Loans, showing the amounts advanced, repaid, out 
standing, and lost, were given in the Finance Accounts down to the year 1891-92, 
inclusive. They Avere transferred in 1892-93 from the Finance Accounts to the 
Accounts relating to the Local Loans Fund. This transfer A\’as made because 
when that fund Avas established in 1887 by the “ National Debt and Local Loans Act, 
1887 ” (50 & 51 Viet. e. 16), the Exchequer ceased to he directly concerned Avith 
loans to local authorities ; and consequently the accounts relating to such loans 
belong more properly to the accounts of the Local Loans Fund than to the accounts 
of the Exchequer embodied in this volume. 

There is, hoAvever, one loan outstanding Avhich Avas made, not to any local 
authority, hut to a Foreign Government, and consequently the liability for it Avas 
not assumed by the Local Loans Fund. 

This loan, Avhich Avas made to His Majesty the King of Sardinia, by virtue of the 
Acts 18 Viet. c. 17, and 19 & 20 Viet. c. 39, stood as folloAVS on the 31st March
